LORD  CHANCELLOR 

Keeps  the  great  feal,  not  to  judge  according  to  the  common  law,  as  other 
courts  do,  but  to  difpenfe  with  fuch  po-rts  as  feem  in  fome  cafes  to  opprefs 
the  fubjecr.;  and  to  judge  according  to  equity,  confei^nce  and  reafon. 
Wherefore  he  isfaid  to  have  two  powers;  one  abfolute,  the  other  ordi- 
nary ;  the  meaning  of  which  is,  he  mud  obferve  the  form  of  proceeding 
in  oth-:r  courts;  yet  in  Lis  abfolute  power,  he  is  not  limied  by  the 
written  lav/,  but  ia  coiifcier.ee  and  equity.  He  mayiffue  writs  of  habeas 
corpus  at  all  times.  He  has  power  to  collate  to  all  ecclefnflical  benefices 
jiTthe  King's  gift,  rated  under  20I.  per  annum  in  the  King's  books.  His 
oath,  to  do  juftice  to  all  perfons  poor  and  rich ;  the  King  truly  to  counfel, 
rrd  to  keep  the  King's  counfel,  and  not  to  fuffer  the  rights  of  the  Crown 
to  be  any  ways  oiniinifhed.  [The  Lord  Chancellor  and  Lord  Keeper  are 
%he  fame  in  power  anc*  precedence.     Both  are  appointed  by  the  King's 
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delivery  of  the  great  Seal;  they  differ  only  in  this:  the  Lord  Chancellor 

hath  alio  letters  patent,  the  Lord  Keeper  hath  none.)

In  the  fpring  of  die  year  1793  was  delivered  at  the  table  of  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  in  the  form  of  a  petition,  figned  by 
Vifcount  Howie  and  others,  an  accurate  account  of  all  the 
towns,  boroughs,  and  other  places,  which,  in  their  elections 
for  reprefentatives  to  ferve  in  Parliament,  were  Hated  to  be 
under  the  influence  of  powerful  individuals.  Without  pre- 
tending to  fcrutinife  the  motives  of  the  petitioners  on  the 
one  hand,  or,  on  the  other,  to  vindicate  the  theory  of  thofe 
who  contend  for  a  Parliamentary  Reform  as  efTcntial  to  the  well 
being  of  the  country,  we  fhall,  as  a  proper  fupplement  to  the 
lift  of  fitting  members,  fubjoin  a  table  made  up  from  this 
petition,  arranged  alphabetically,  and  corrected,  as  far  as 
our  means  have  enabled  us,  to  the  prefent  time.  A  table  of 
thi6  kind  mull,  under  certain  circumftances,  be  of  the  utmofl 
importance  to  gentlemen  intending  to  offer  themfelves  as 
candidates  for  any  of  the  faid  places  as  fhall  happen  to 
fall  vacant.

I.  Upon  calling  of  every 
new  Parliament,  there  fhall  be  forty  days  between  the  tefte  and  return  of 
the  writ. 


IJfuing  Writs  on  a  Vacancy ■,  during  a  Recrfs. 

A€i%  24  Georpe  III.  cap.  26,  f  2.  The  Speaker  is  to  ifTue  his  warrant-, 
during  a  recefs,  for  making  out  writs  for  electing  members  to  ferve  in  the 
room  of  thofe  who  fhaU  die  or  become  peeri  of  Great  Britain,   upen  re- 
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celving  notice,  by  certificate  under  the  hands  of  two  members,  of  the  death 
of  fuch  member,  or  that  a  writ  of  fur-mons  has  been  iffued  under  the  Great 
Seal.  The  Speaker,  upon  receiving  fuch  certificate,  fhall  forthwith  caufe 
notice  to  be  inferted  in  the  Gazette,  and  shall  not  iffue  his  warrant  until 
fourteen  days  after  fuch  inferlion.  To  guard  againft  inconvenience  oc- 
curring by  the  death  or  abfence  of  the  Speaker,  it  is  provided^  thdt  every 
Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  fhall,  within  a  convenient  time  after 
having  been  in  office,  at  the  beginning  of  every  Parliament,  by  a  written 
inftrument  under  his  hand  and  feal,  nominate  and  appoint  a  certain  number 
of  petfons,  not  more  than  feven,  nor  lefs  tlnn  three  members  of  the  Houfe, 
authcrifing  them,  or  any  one  of  them,  to  execute  the  powers  given  to  the 
Speaker  for  ifiuing  fuch  warrants.  No  perfons  fo  appointed  fhall  be  au- 
thorifed  to  aft,  unlefs  there  be  no  Speaker  of  the  Houfe,  or  fuch  Speaker  be 
abfent,  nor  any  longer  than  fuch  perfons  fhall  be  members  of  the  Houfe.

Ey  another  refolution,  17,  Journ.  507,  "  It  is  highly  criminal  in  any 
minii'er  or  fervant  under  the  crown,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  ufe  the  powers 
of  effice  in  the  election  of  reprefentatives  to  ferve  in   Parliament." 

Officers  of  Excife  and  Cuftoms,  are,  by  Act  5th  William  and  Mary, 
«ap.  20 ,  f.  48,  prohibited  from  interfering  in  elections.

Annuities. 

Aft  3d  George  III.  cap.  24,  f.  1,  &c.  No  perfon  may  vote  in  elections 
of  knights  of  the  (hire,  or  members  for  cities  and  tewns  which  are  counties 
of  themfelves,  in  right  of  any  annuity  or  rent  charge  granted  before  June, 
1763,  unlefs  a  certificate  to  be  entered  with  the  clerk  of  the  peace,  or  other 
proper  officer,  twelve  months  before  any  iuch  election  begin  :  and  in  like 
manner  with  refpe<5l  to  fuch  qualifications  as  (hall  come  by  defcent,  mar- 
riage, devife,  presentation,  or  promotion. 

Nor  may  any  perfon  vote  in  any  erection  in  refpeft  of  any  annuity  or  rent 
charge  granted  after  June  ift,  1763,  unlefs  a  memorial  cf  the  grant  be  duly 
attefled  and  regiftered  as  aforefaid. 

Nor  may  any  one  vote  in  right  of  any  alignment  of  any  annuity  or  rent 
charge  made  before  1763,  unlefs  a  certificate  of  the  original  annuity  be 
entered  as  aforefaid;  and  if  the  affignment  be  made  after  the  faid  ill  of 
June,  then  a  memorial  thereof,  and  of  the  grant,  to  be  attefled  and  regif- 
tered, as  is  directed  in  cafes  of  original  grants. 

Bocks  to  be  kept  by  the  proper  officers,  for  entering  fuch  certificates  and 
memorial!,,  and  (hall  be  allowed  one  (billing,  and  no  more,  for  the  entry  of 
every  certificate,  and  two  (hillings  for  the  entry  of  every  memorial,  and  for 
fearch  of  every  certificate  or  memorial,  one  (hiliing,  and  (hall.furniih  every 
peifon  being  defirous  of  a  copy  of  the  fame,  paying  for  fuch  copy  after  the 
rate  of  fix- pence  for  every  200  words :  the  officer  may  adminifter  the  oaths 
in  the  aforefaid  cafes,  and  copies  attefled  by  the  proper  officer  (hall  be 
deemed  legal  evidence. 

Memorials  of  grants  or  affignments  made  and  executed  above  forty  miles 
from  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  peace,  &c,  to  be  regiftered,  upon  pro- 
ducing an  affidavit  made  by  ©ne  of  the  witneffes  before  one  of  the  judges  of 
Weflminfttr,  by  a  maftcrin  Chancery. 
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ELECTORS  OF  CITIES,  TOWNS,  BOROUGHS,  AND 
CINQUE-PORTS. 

Ekfiors  as  Freeholders. 

Act  19th  George  II.  cap.  2$,  f.  3.  That  no  perfon  fhalT  vote  for  the 
election  of  members  for  any  city  cr  town,  being  a  county  of  iifeh',  in 
refpect  of  any  fieth<  Id,  unlefs  affeffed  to  the  land  tax  twelve  calendar 
months  next  before  fuch  election:  provided  that  nothing  fhall  extend  to 
any  perfon  voting  for  cities  and  towns  as  are  counties  in  thcmfelves,  in 
right  of  any  rents,  mcfluages,  or  feats  belonging  to  any  offices,  not  ufually 
charged  to  the  land  tax  j  ;md  the  cOin*r>iffione;6  of  the  land  tax  are  to  figri 
du. 'icates  of  the  affeffment,  to  be  deliveied  to  the  clerks  of  the  peace,  &c. 
and  filed  amongft  the  records  of  the  feffions,  and  copies  are  to  be  given  to 
perfons  paying  for  them,  after  the  rate  of  fix  pence  for  every  300  word?. 
Perions  voting  to  have  a  freehold  eftate  of  40s.  and  to  be  in  po  Hellion  above 
twelve  cderdar  months,  except  the  fame  crime  to  them,  within  fuch  time 
aforefaid,  by  defcent,  manage,  marriage  fett'ernent,  devife,  or  promotion  j 
and  no  peifcn  fhall  vote  in  right  cf  any  freehold  fraudulently  conveyed,  or 
vote  more  than  once  at  ihs  faire  election,  undsr  penalty  oi"  4c]. 

Of  Burgage  Tenures. 

Definiton. — Burgage  tenure  has  been  defined  as  or.e  undivided  and  in- 
div.fible  tenement,  neither  created,  nor  capable  of  being  created,  within 
time  of  memory,  which  has  immemoria.ly  given  a  right  cf  voting  $  or  an 
ent.ie  imHivifible-  tenement,  hclden  or  the  fupeiior  lord  of  a  borough,  by  an 
immemorial  certain  rent,  difiinctly  rtferved,  to  which  the  right  of  voting 
is  incident. 


Of  Eleclors  as  Freemen  or  Burgejjts. 

Every  perfon,  to  be  entitled  to  vote  as  a  freeman  or  burgefs,  ought  to  be 
regu'arly  admitted,  and  the  enry  thereof  ftamped  as  directed  by  Act 
5th  George  III.  c^p.  46,  f.  t.  By  Act  3d  George  III.  cap.  15,  no 
perfjn  cia  ming.  as  a  freeman,  to  voce  at  any  election,  fhall  be  permitted  to 
give  his  vote,  unle^  fuch  perfon  fhall  hive  been  admitted  to  the  freedom  of 
fuch  city,  town,  or  borough,  twelve  calendar  m  nt'is  befcre  the  firft  day  of 
fuch  election  5  but  this  nut  to  extend  to  any  perfon  entitled  to  his  freedom 
by  biith,  marriage,  or  ft rvitude.

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A&  1 2th  George  III.  cap.  ax,  i*.  i.  Any  perfon  entitled  to  be  admitted 
citizen,  burgtfs,  or  freeman  of  any  city,  &c.  town  corporate,  borough, 
cinque  port,  &c.  and  applying  to  the  mayor,  or  other  proper  officer,  giving 
him  notice,  and  fpeeifying  the  nature  of  his  claim,  if  fuch  mayor  or 
other  officer  fhall  refufe  to  admit  fuch  perfon,  and  a  mandamus  fhall  iffue 
for  compelling  his  admiffion,  the  mayor,  &c.  mail  pay  all  cofts. 

In  confequence  of  the  conftitution  of  fome  corporations  admitting 
©f  freemen  and  burgeffes  being  made  either  by  purchafe  or  favour,  without 
any  antecedent  titles,  and  voting  for  members  of  Parliament,  the  Lsgifla- 
ture,  in  feme  degree  to  check  that  privilege,  which  had  been  greatly  abufed 
in  Durham,  enacted,  by  Aft  3d  George  III.  therefore  called  the  Durham 
A£tt  as  follows,  viz. 

None  to  vote  at  eleftions  (except  perfons  entitled  to  their  freedom  by 
birth,  marriage,  or  fervitude)  as  freemen,  who  have  not  been  admitted 
twelve  months. 

Officers  of  corporations,  or  other  perfons  wilfully  antedating  any  ad- 
miffion, to  forfeit  500I. 

Of  Ekfiors  as  Inhabitants. 

Thefe  muft  be— ift,  Inhabitants,  houfeholders,  or— id,  Inhabitants 
paying  fcot  and  lot.  In  fome  cafes,  as  in  Peterborough,  the  electors  con- 
fift  of  both  defcriptions  of  perfons. 

To  be  an  inhabitant  paying  fcot  and  lot,  is  now  underftood  to  mean  a 
perfon  who  is  rated,  and  pays  the  parifh  taxes. 

BurgeJfeSj  Commonalty,  Potvjallers,  and  Populacy. 

burgeffes  are  defined  by  Whitelocke  to  be  the  inhabitants  and  freemen  of 
boroughs,  cr  inhabitants  of  towns  or  boroughs  enciofed  or  fortified. 

Commonalty,  by  the  particular  conftitution  ?nd  corporate  name  of  a 
place,  may  fignify  a  refiri&ed  number  5  but  its  more  proper  and  general 
acceptation  comprehends  the  whole  body  of  the  inhabitants. 

Populacy.— This  term,  in  the  cafe  of  Seaford,  was  explained  by  the 
Houfe  to  mean  inhabitant  houfekeepers,  paying  feet  and  lot ;  but  jn  the 
cafe  of  Honiton,  3d  February,  1710-Tij  the  word  populace  is  ufed,  both 
by  the  parties  and  the  committee,  as  differtnt  from  inhabitants. 

Occafionality  is  fatal  to  all  defcriptions  of  inhabitants. 
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Witli  refpc£t  to  wlnt  petfons  (hall  be  deemed  householders,  it  has  beet* 
deUr  nined,  t'lat  no  perfon  can  be  deemed  a  houfeh^lder  wh  >  docs  nor  poflefs 
tlie  esctufivc  riglit  to  the  life  i  fthe  ,>utw»id  door  f  tie  build,  ng,  although, 
by  taking  inmates,  he  may  fo-  a  time,  have  relinquished  rhe  -.  xircife  o  tnat 
txclufivt  r'ght ;  noi  can  a  perfon  wl.i  fe  habitaridil  is  competed  of  more 
apartments  ihan  one  he  fo  deemed,  unLfs  he-  p  (Ti.  f  s  t'ie  exclufive  r  gin  to 
the  ufcot  th?  ftair  cafe,  door-way,  &c.  The  houfc  mud  all*,  be  adwelhng- 
houfe  ;  an-i  rhe  legal  meaning  of  the  term  houl.h  !d-r  or  <nmar- ,  mult  be 
def.  mined  on  the  general  principles  of  the  law  of  the  land,  and  not  on  any 
thing  fuggefted  by  local  ufage. 

Any  perfon  voting  as  an  inhabitant, 
paying  foot  and  lot,  &c.  who  fh.ill  not  have  been  fo  fix  months  previous  to

Of  Perfons  ineligible  to  be  Members,

declared  to  be  null  and  void. 

Aliens,  by  the  latv  of  Parlhment,  are  incapable  cf  being  members,  and 
excluded  by  a  vote  of  the  Houfe. 

No  perfon  born  out  of  England, 
Scotland,  or  Ireland,  or  the  dominions  thereunto  belonging,  is  capable  of 
being  a  member  of  either  Houfe. 

Papifts,  by  30th  Charles  II.  ftat.  2,  cap.  t,  which  directs  the  oaths    of 
allegiance  and  fupremacy,  and  the  declaration  againrt  popery. 

Traitors  and  felons,  as  being  incapable  to  fit  any  where. 

Outlaws  in  criminal  profecutions,  but  not  in  civil  fuits. 

Idicts  and  madmen,  and  deaf  and  dumb  (faid  to  be). 
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Peers  and  judges,  as  conftituting  a  feparate  branch  of  the  Legislature. 
Clergy. 

Sheriffs,  mayors,and  bailiffs  of  boroughs,  in  their  refpecYrvejurifdicY:on», 
as  being  returning  officers. 

A  pcrfon  who  is  elected  to  ferve  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons  by  the  people, 
may,  by  the  law  and  cuftom  of  Parliament,  be  difabled  and  incapable  to  fit 
as  a  member  ;  as  where  a  perfon  has  been  guilty  of  any  crime  which  ren- 
ders him  infamous,  and  the  hke. 

Bribery. — Ferfons  guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  Treating  Aft  labour  under 
a  temporary  incapacity. 

Members  on  double  returns  are  incapable  of  fitting  till  the  returns  are 
determined  by  a  Commi'  tee  j  and  there  is  a  refjlution  of  the  Houfe,  to  this 
effeft,  made  at  the  commencement  of  every  feffion. 

Members  who  have  taken  their  feats  a>e  ineligible  for  any  other  place, 
until  they  have  vacated  their  former  feats  ;  butperfons  ele&ed  for  one  place 
may,  before  they  take  their  feats,  be  returned  for  any  other  place ;  in  which 
cafe,  by  an  order  of  the  Houfe,  they  are  to  make  their  election  by  that  day 
three  weeks,  fcr  which  of  the  places  they  will  fcrve,  provided  there  be  no 
queition  upon  the  return  from  that  place.

Members  accepting  any  office  of  profit, 
whilft  members,  thejr  election  to  be  void  j  but  fuch  perfons  may  be  re- 
elected. 

Ad  6th  Anne.  Perfons  difabied,  if  returned  as  members,  their  election 
to  be  void,  and  to  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  500I. 
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Yenfioners  of  the  Crotvn. 


Aft  i!t  George  I.  ft.  z,  cap.  56.  No  pcrfon  hiving  a  peMion  from  the 
Crown  fh.ll  be  capable  ot  being  elefted  a  member  ot  the  Huuft  of  Cv^i*- 
mons,  under  penalty  ot  forfeiting  aoi.  for  ev^ry  day's  filling. 


Placemen. 

Ac~\  15th  Geo.  II.  cap.  22,  f.  I.  No  Commiffi oners  of  the  Revenue  in 
Ireland,  or  of  the  Navy  or  Victualling  Office,  or  any  deputies  or  clerks  in 
any  of  the  faid  offices,  or  in  any  of  the  following  offices,  viz.  the  Lord  High 
Treafurer,  or  Commiffioners  of  the  Treafury,  Auditor,  Ttliers,  or  Chancel. 
lor  of  the  Exchequer,  Commiffioners  of  the  Admiralty,  Paymafters  of  the 
Army  or  Navy,  Principal  Secretaries  cf  State,  or  Commiffioners  of  Salt, 
Stamps,  Appeals,  Wire  Licenfes,  Hackney  Coaches,  Hawkers  and  Pedlars  $

Of  the  Privileges  of  Members. 

The  moft  notorious  of  thefe  are,  privilege  of  fpeech,  of  perfon,  of 
their,  dome ftics,  ard  of  their  lands  and  goods.  Thtfe  privileges  are  as 
ancient  as  Edward  the  C  nfeffor,  and  included  formerly  not  only  pri- 
vilege from  il  egal  violence,  but  alio  from  legalarrefts  and  feizures  by  procefs 
from  courts  of  law  j  and  by  Acts  5th  Kerry  IV.  and  nth  Henry  VI.  to 
affauli,  by  violence,  a  member  of  either  Hcufe  of  Parliament,  or  his  menial 
fervants.  is  a  high  contempt  of  Pailiament,  and  there  punifhed  with  the 
Mtmolt  feverity. 


*  The  fubfhnce  of  th'rs,  and  the  preceding  oath,  is  as  follows,  viz.  that 
the  member  has  an  eftate  of  fufficient  value  to  qualify  him  according  to  the 
true  meaning  of  the  feveral  Acts  of  Parliament,  and  fuch  efiate  is  fituated 
as  defcribtd  in  the  paper  figned  by  fuch  members,  and  by  him  delivered  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Hcufe  of  Commons.

or  appeals,  fh. .11  be  difabled  from  fitting  in  any  iuture  Parliament  of  the 
United  Kingdom. 

Perfons  holding  places  under  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  created  fince  the 
33d  George  III.  cap.  41  fhall  aifo  be  in  future  difabled. 

Difabled  perfens  fitting  in  Parliament  fhall  incur  the  penalties  under 
former  Britim  or  Irifh  Acts,  and  if  difabled  under  this  Act  fhall  forfeit  500I. 
per  day. 

This  Act  not  to  extend  to  offices  held  for  life,  or  during  good  behaviour 
except  in  certain  cafes. 

Members  accepting  offices  under  the  crown  mall  thereby  vacate  the 
fea's  j   but  they  may  be  re-elected. 

No  perfon -ordained  a  prieft,  or  being  a  minifier  of  the  church  of  Scotland, 
fliall  be  capable  of  being  elected.

33,  recite* 
the  inconveniences  which  had  aiifcn  fir  >m  perfons  having  privilege  of  Par- 
liament and  enacts,  that  traders  luvins;  fuch  privilege  fha'l,  within  two 
months  after  fummens  under  the  4th  George  III.  enter  an  appearance,  cr 
hi  adjudged  a  bankrupt.

On  proceeding  by  fummons  without  affidavit,  appearance  maybe  entered 
by  defendant. 

Appearance  may  alfo  be  put  in  for  defendants,  having  privilege  of  Par- 
liament, in  Courts  of  Equity,  on  return  of  procefs  of  fequeltration. 

In  default  of  anfwer  to  any  Bill  in  Equity,  againft  perfons  having  privi- 
lege of  Parliament,  the  bill  ihall  be  taken  pro  confeffo  j  fuch  bill  fhall  be 
read  in  evidence  as  an  anfwer  admitting  the  fact. 

Traders,  having  privilege  of  Parliament,  difobeying  orders  in  Chancery 
to  pay  money,  fhall  be  declared  bankrupts.

The  words  Crom  a  boo  were  abolished  by  Jaw  in  Ireland,  as  thr  name  of  Macgrcgor 
was  legally  annulled  in  Scotland.  By  an  act  (10th  Henry  VII.  c.  20)  for  abolishing 
the  words  Crom  a  boo  and  Butler  a  boo,  it  is  enacted,  "  That  no  person  or  persons,  of 
whatsoever  estate,  condition,  or  degree,  do  take  part  with  any  lord  or  gentleman,  or 
uphold  variances  and  comparisons  in  word  or  deed,  by  using  those  words,  Crom  a  boo, 
Butler  a  boo,  or  sucb-like  words,  or  otherwise,  contrary  to  tho  King's  laws,  his  crowa 
dignity,  and  peace ;  but  to  call  only  on  St.  George,  or  the  nam"  of  hi«  sovereign  Lord 
the  King  for  the  time  being;  and  if  any  person  do  contrary,  or  offend  in  the  premises, 
he  may  be  taken  and  committed.' to  ward,  there  to  remain,  without  bailor  mainprize, 
till  they  have  made  fine,  after  the  discretion  of  the  King's  deputy  of  Ireland,  and  the 
King's  council  of  the  same  for  the  time  being."  There  was  an  association  of  the  lords 
of  the  Pale,  or  district  of  only  five  counties,  in  which  alone  the  English  laws  were  pre- 
dominant till  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  in  order  to  prevent  the  Irish  from  raaurauding, 
and  to  prevent  insurrections,  &c.  called  the  frateruity  of  St.  George;  and  this  is  the 
allusion  of  this  act  of  parliament.

DESCENT  OF  THE  ROYAL  FAMILY  OF 
GREAT  BRITAIN. 

THE  illustrious  House  of  Brunswick  traces  its  origin  to  a  very 
remote  antiquity,  in  the  several  lines  of  Este,  of  the  Guelphs, 
of  Billing,  and  Whitekind  the  Great:  all  of  which  became  united 
in  the  person  of  Henry  Leo. 

The  British  Line  may   be  traced  in  the  following  course  of 
successions : 

John,  the  second  son   of  Henry  II.  was  crowned  in  1199,   and 
died  in  1216;  he  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Henry  III.  who  died 
in    1272,   and   was  followed  by  his  son,  Edward  I.  who  died  in 
1307.     At  his  death  Edward  II.  ascended  the  throne,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Edward  111.  whose  eldest  son,  Edward  the  Black  Prince, 
dying  before  his  father  in  1376,  he  was  succeeded  in  1377  by  his 
grandson,  Richard  II.  w  ho  was  deposed  in  1399,  and  succeeded  by 
his  cousin,  Henry  IV.  who  died  in  1412,  when  his  son,  Henry  V. 
ascended  the  throne,  and  died  in  1422.     That  monarch  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son,  Henry  VI.  who  was  deposed  in  146 1,  when  Edward 
IV.  (descended  from  the  third  son  of  Edward  III.)  mounted  the 
throne,  and  died   in  1483.     The  short  usurpation  of  Richard  III. 
was  followed  by  the  accession  of  Henry  VII.  descended  from  John 
of  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  founh  son  of  Edward  III. :  on  his 
marriage  with  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Edward  IV.  the  family  was 
again  united.     Henry  VI  I.  dying  in  1509,  left  three  children,  a  son 
and  two  daughters,  the  youngest  of  whom  married  James  IV.  King 
of  Scotland,  who  was,  in    1513,  succeeded  in  that  kingdom  by  his 
son,  James  V.  whose  daughter,  Mary,  was  mother  ot  James  VI.  of 
Scotland,  and  the  hist  of  that  name  in  England:   his  daughter  So- 
phia, married   Frederick,  King  of  Bohemia,   by  whom  she  had  a 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  to  Ernestus,  Elector  of  Hanover,  the 
representative  of  the  House  of  Brunswick,  Hanover,  Lunenburg, 
Wolfenbuttel,  Zell,  &c.  by  whom  she  had  a  son,  George,  who, 
according  to  the  provisions  made  by  parliament,  for  the  succession 
of  the  crown  in  the  Protestant  line,  on  the  death  of  Queen  Anne  in 
1714,  ascended  the  throne  of  Great  Britain. 
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His  Majesty  married,  Nov.  21, 1682,  Sophia-Dorothy,  only  child 
of  his  uncle,  George-William,  Duke  of  Zell ;  by  whom  he  had 
issue,  George-Augustus,  his'successor ;  and^Sophia-Dorothy,  who 
was  married,  Nov.  28,  l706,to  Frederick- William,  afterwards  King 
of  Prussia;  he  died  at  Osnaburg,  June  1 1,  1727,  on  his  journey  to 
his  German  dominions,  in  the  68th  year  of  his  age,  and  the  13t*hof 
his  British  reign. 


GEORGE  II.  born  Oct.  30,  1683;  ascended  the  throne  on  the 
death  of  his  father,  was  crowned  Oct.  11,  1727;  and  died  at  his 
palace,  at  Kensington,  Oct.  25,  1764,  in  the  77th  year  of  his  age, 
and  the  34th  of  a  glorious  reign. 

His  Majesty  married,  Aug.  2,  1705,  Wilhelmina-Carolina,  eldest 
daughter  ct  John  Frederick,  Margrave  of  Brandenburgh-Anspach, 
by  his  second  wife,  Eleanor- Erdmuth  Louisa,  daughter  of  John- 
George,  Duke  of  Saxe  Eisnach  She  was  born  March  1,  1683,  and 
died  at  St.  James's  palace,  Nov.  20,  1737. 

The  issue  of  their  Majesties,  King  George  II.  and  Queen  Wil- 
helmina-Carolina, were, 

1.  Frederick- Lewis,  late  Prince  of  Wales. 

2.  Anne,  born  Oct.  22,  1709,  and  died  in  1759. 

3.  Amelia-Sophia-Eleanora,  born  May  30,  17)  1;  died  unmar- 
ried, Oct.  31,  1786. 

4.  Elizabeth-Caroline,  born  May  30,  1713  ;  died  unmarried, 
Dec.  28,  1757. 

5.  George-William,,  born  Nov.  2,  1717;  died  at  three  months 
old. 

6.  William-Augustus,  Duke  of  Cumberland,  born  April  15, 
1721 ;  died  unmarried,  Oct.  31,  1765. 

7.  Mary,  born  Feb.  22,  1723;  died  June  14,  1771;  having 
married,  May  8,  1740,  the  late  Prince  of  Hesse-Cassel;  by  whom 
she  had  issue  three  sons:  the  two  eldest,  William  and  Charles, 
married  their  cousins,  two  Princesses  of  Denmark,  sisters  to  the 
present  King  of  Denmark,  and  have  issue,  Maria-Sophia-Frederica, 
a  daughter  of  Charles,  the  second  son,  married,  July  12,  1790,  to 
Frederick  VI.  King  of  Denmark,  and  died  on  Nov.  27,  1794,  leav- 
ing issue,  a  son  and  two  daughters. 

8.  Louisa.,  born  Dec.  7,  1724,  and  died  Dec.  8,  1751;  having 
married  Nov.  30,  17-'3,  Frederick  V.  King  of  Denmark,  by  whom 
she  had  the  present  King  of  Denmark  and  three  daughters  ;  the 
eldest  of  whom  was  married  to  Gustavus,  King  of  Sweden,  by 
whom  she  lid  issue,  Gustavub-Adolphus  IV.  the  late  King  of  Swe- 
den, born  Nov.  1,  1778. 


FREDERICK- LEWIS,  late  JYmce  of  Wales,  born  Jan.  20, 
1707;  married  iWril  27,  1736,  Augusta,  daughter  of  Frederick 
II.  Duke  of  Saxe-Gotba,  and  great-aunt  to  the  present  Duke  ;  by

vhom  (who  died  Feb.  S,  1772)  he  had  the  following  issue;  and 
died  March  20,  1751,  during  the  life-time  of  his  father. 

1.  Augusta,  born  July  31,  1737,  and  died  March  23,  1813;  hav- 
ing married  the  late  Duke  of  Brunswick-Wolfenbuttel,  Jan.  17, 
1764,  by  whom  she  has  issue,  three  sons  and  three  daughters.

9.  Caroline-Matilda,  born  after  the  death  of  her  father,  July  II, 
1751,  and  died  May  10,  1775  :  her  Royal  Highness,  Oct.  1,  1766, 
was  married  by  proxy,  at  St.  James's  palace,  to  Christian  VII.  the 
late  King  of  Denmark,  and  died  at  Zell,  May  10,  1775  ;  by  whom 
she  had  issue,  Frederick  VI.  the  present  King  of  Denmark,  born 
Jan.  28,   1768. 


GEORGE-WILLIAM-FREDERICK  III. 

Our  present  Most  Gracious  Sovereign, 

Born  May  24,  O.  S.  and  baptized  June  21,  1738,  at  Norfolk 
House.  Succeeded  his  father  in  the  titles  of  Prince  of  Great 
Britain,  Electoral  Prince  of  Brunswick  Lunenburg,  &c.  &c. ;  but  the 
Dutchy  of  Cornwall  was  merged  in  the  crown.  He  was,  by  letters 
patent,  on  the  20th  April,  1751,  created  Prince  of  Wales  ;  and  on 
the  death  of  his  royal  grandfather,  George  II.  the  crown  of  Great 
Britain  devolved  on  his  Ro\al  Highness,  Oct.  25,1760,  and  he  was 
proclaimed  the  next  day  with  the  usual  solen  nines.  His  Majesty 
married,  Sept  8,  1761,  Sophia-Charlotte,  Princess  of  Mecklen- 
burg-Strelitz,  sister  to  the  present  and  late  Duk«s;  and  their  Ma- 
jesties were  crowned  the  22nd  ot  the  same  month. 

Heir- Apparent — George-Augustus-Frederick,  Prince  of  Wales, 
son  of  his  present  Majesty.

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GEORGE-AUGUSTUS-FREDERICK,  Prince  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, Prince  of  Wales,  Regent  of  the  United  Kingdom,  Elec- 
toral Pr  nee  of  Bi  unswick-Lunenburg,  Duke  of  Cornwall,  &c.  and 
Colonel  in  the  Army,  Captain-General  of  the  Artillery  Company, 
High  Steward  of  Plymouth,  Knight  of  the  Garter,  Knight  of  the 
three  principal  Russian  Orders,  viz.  St.  Andrew,  Alexander  Newsky, 
and  St.  Ann,  a  Knight  of  the  Prus>ian  Order  of  th>-  Golden  Eagle, 
also  Knight  of  the  French  Order  of  St.  Esprit,  Knight  of  the  Spa- 
nish Order  of  the  Golden  Fleece,and  a  Knight  of  the  Danish  Order 
of  the  Elephant,  &c.  &c.  Born  August  12,  1762;  and  on  the 
17th  of  the  same  month,  his  Majt  sty  ordered  letters  patent  for  cre- 
ating him  Prince  of  Wales  and  Earl  of  Chester ;  and  in  1765,  elect- 
ed a  Knight  Companion  of  the  most  noble  Order  of  the  Garter,  and 
installed  at  Windsor,  July .25,  1771.  He  took  his  seat  in  the-House 
of  Peers,  in  Nov.  1  "83.  Married  Aprils,  1795,  Caroline-Amelia- 
Elizabeth,  second  daughter  of  the  late  Duke  of  Brunswick  (born 
May  17,  1768,)  by  whom  he  has  a  daughter,  Charlotte-Caroline- 
Augusla,  born  Jan.  7,  1796;  married  May  2,  1816,  His  Serene 
Highness  Leopohl-Geoige-Frederick,  Prince  of  Cobourg,  K.G. 
G.C.B.  fee. 
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Edward  ihe  Black  Prince  was  the  first  Duke  of  Cornwall,  created  in  1337,  in  per- 
petuity to  bis  heirs ;  by  virtue  of  which  the  eldest  son  of  the  King  of  England  is  Duke 
of  Cornwall  as  soon  as  born. 

The  Earldom  of  Chester  is  hv  creation  by  letters  patent,  and  annexed  to  the  eldest 
son  of  the  King  of  England,  by  letter*  patent,  ever  since  31  Henry  lit.  in  12*7. 

The  title  of  Hereditary  Steward  of  Scotland,  &c.  were  titles  annexed  by  Robert  III. 
1.239,  to  the  eldest  Prince  of  Scotland,  as  soon  as  born;  and  have  continued  so  ever 
since. 

The  title  of  Prince  of  Wales  was  first  conferred  on  the  infant  son  of  Edward  I. 
138+,  and  has  never  been  bestowed  but  on  the  heirs  of  the  throne.

PRINCE  FREDERICK,  Duke  of  York  and  Albany  in  Great  Bri- 
tain, Bishop  ofOsnaburg,  Knight  of  the  Garter,  and  Grand  Cross  of 
the  Bath,  and  of  the  Order  of  Saint-Esprit  in  France,  &c  a  Field- 
Marshal,  Commander-in-Chief  of  all  theKing's  Land-Forces  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  Colonel  of  the  First  Regiment  of  Foot- 
Guards,  Colonel-in-Chief  of  the  60lh  (or  Royal  American)  Regi- 
ment, and  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Regiment  of  Infantry,  &c.  ;  se- 
cond son  of  his  Majesty.  Born  August  16,  17G3.  Created  as  above, 
Nov.  27,  1784.  Married,  Sept.  29,  1791,  Frederica-Charlotte-Ul- 
rica-Catharina,  Princess  Royal  of  Prussia  (born  May  7,  1767,)  eld- 
est daughter  of  the  late  King  of  Prussia,  by  his  first  cousin,  Eliza- 
beth-Uirica-Christina,  Princess  of  Brunswick-Wolfenbuttel,  sister 
to  the  late  Duke.

PRINCE  ERNEST-AUGUSTUS,  Duke  of  Cumberland,  and 
Tiviotdale,  Earl  of  Armagh  in  Ireland,  a  Field-Marshal,  President 
of  the  Board  of  General  Officers,  a  General  in  the  Army,  and  Co- 
lonel of  the  l;>th  regiment  of  dragoons,  a  Knight  of  the  Garter,  and 
Graivl  Cross  of  the  Bath,  &c.  filth  son  of  his  Majesty.  Born  June 
5,  1771.  Married,  May  26  1814,  at  New  Strelitz,  and  re-married 
at  Carltou  House,  Aug.  29,  181  j,  to  her  Royal  Highness  the  Dow- 
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agcr  Princess  of  Solms  Braunfels,  widow  of  Prince  Solms  Braunfels 
(who  died  Dec.  15,  1812,)  sister  of  the  late  King  of  Prussia,  and 
niece  to  the  Queen  of  England.   Created  as  above,  April  23,  1799.

PRINCE  AUGUSTUS  FREDERICK,  Duke  of  Sussex,  Earl 
of  Inverness,  and  Baron  Arklow,  Knight  of  the  Garter,  and  Grand 
Cross  of  the  Bath,  &c.  Born  Jan.  27,  1773;  sixth  son  of  his 
Majesty  ;  created  as  above,  Nov.  27,  1801. 

His  Royal  Highness  married,  April  3,  1 793,  Lady  Augusta  Murray,  daughter  of 
Jobu,  Earl  of  Dunmore  ;  by  whom  he  had  a  son,  born  Jan.  13,  1794.  This  marriage 
•was  declared  null  and  void,  being  in  violation  of  stat.  12,  Geo.  HI.  c.  11,  which  de- 
clares, that  no  descendant  of  the  body  of  King  George  II.  (other  than  the  issue  of  prin- 
cesses married  into  foreign  countries)  is  capable  of  contracting  matrimony  without  the 
previous  conseut  of  the  King  signified  under  the  great  seal;  and  any  marriage  con- 
tracted without  such  consent  is  void.  All  persons  solemnizing,  assisting,  or  being  pre- 
sent at,  any  such  prohibited  marriage,  shall  incur  the  penalties  of  a  pramunire.  And 
the  marriage  was  accordingly  dissolved  in  August  1794,  by  sentence  of  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Court.

PRINCE-ADOLPHUS-FREDERICK,  Duke  of  Cambridge, 
Knight  of  the  Garter,  and  Grand  Cross  of  the  Bath,  &c.  a  Field- 
Marshal,  and  Commander-in-Chief  in  Hanover,  a  Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral  in  the  Army,  and  Colonel  of  the  King's  German  Legion  ;  se- 
venth son  of  his  Majesty.  Born  Feb.  24,  1774.  Created  as  above, 
Nov.  27,  1801.

PRINCE  WILLIAM-FREDERICK,  Duke  of  Gloucester, 
Knight  of  the  Garter,  and  Grand  Cross  of  the  Bath,&c.  a  Field-Mar- 
shal, a  Lieutenant-Gen eral  in  the  Army.  Colonel  of  the  third  regi- 
ment of  foot  guards.  Born  at  Rome,  Jan.  15, 1776.Succeededhisfather, 
the  late  Duke,  August  25,  1805.  Married,  July  22,  1816,  his  first 
Cousin,  Her  Royal  Highness  Princess  Mary,  fourth  daughter  ofHis 
present  Majesty.  The  late  Duke  of  Gloucester  was  the  third 
son  of  his  Royal  Highness  Frederick,  Prince  of  Wales,  and  brother 
to  his  Majesty;  born  Nov.  25,  1743,  and  created  Duke  of 
Gloucester,  &c.  Nov.  17,  1764.  His  Royal  Highlit ss  married, 
Sept.  6,  1766,  Maria,  Countess  Dowager  of  Waldegrave, 
daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Wolpole,  by  whom  (who  died  Aug.  23, 
1807,)  he  had  issue,  1.  Sophia  Matilda,  born  May  29,  1773—2.  Ca- 
roline-Augusta-Maria, born  June  24,  1774;  dieu  March  14,  1775 — 
3.  William-Frederick,  the  present  Duke.

He  was  takeu  prisoner  at  the  fatal  battle 
of  Worce.-ter,  Sept.  3,  16.M  ;  and,  contrary  to  the  law  of  nations,  was  condemned  to 
die,  notwithstanding  his  just  plea, "  that  he  had  quartets  for  life  given  him  by  one 
Captai.i  Mps  who  took  nim  prisoner;"  but  this  plea  was  over-ruled,  and  he  was,  Oct. 
15,  lfi.M,  beheaded  at  Bolton,  in  Lancashire.  He  left  a  son,  Charles,  who  fell  a 
sacrifice  to  the  da-tardlv  revenge  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  from  whom  he  received  a  letter, 
offering  bim  his  own  term-;,  if  he  would  deliver  up  the  Isle  of  Man ;  to  which  the  Earl 
returned  the  following  spirited  au»wer  : —

far  from  delivering  this  bland  to  your  advantage,  that  1  will  keep  it  to  the  utmost  of 
ray  power  to  jour  destruction.

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Rateigh,  at  that  time  in  great  favour  ai  d  power  at  court,  was  remarkably  warm  in 
prosecuting  the  Earl  of  Essex  and  his  adherents.  A  large  8U«n  ef  money,  privately 
paid  to  him  by  Mr.  Lytlelton,  and  others,  so  far  indeed  operated  upon  him,  that  he 
saved  their  lives,  but  not  their  eStates.  The  following  excellent  letter,  written  from 
the  dungeon  in  Newgate  to  Sir  Walter,  9hows  the  greatness  of  Lyttelton's  spirit,  and 
deserved  far  beiter  at  the  hands  of  Raeigh:  "  Sir,  it  is  not  wortbye  the  virtue  and 
honour  you  professe,  t  persecute  persons  fallen  into  misfortunes:  if  heretofore  you 
have  borne  me  causeless  displt-asure,  now  of  all  others  is  the  time  least  seasonable  to 
show  it.  Remember,  sir,  what  it  is  to  be  truly  noble,  and  how  it  agreeth  not  with 
generous  hearts  to  delight  to  trample  on  dejected  fortunes.  It  is  row  in  your  power 
to  do  me  good  offices :  if  you  do  me  good,  you  shall  give  me  cause  to  be  thankful. 
There  is  already  between  your  son  and  me  one  tye  in  blood  and  nature  ;  I  could  be 
contente  you  did  now  double  the  knot  with  offices  of  love  an  friendship.  To  begge 
your  favour  iii  this  state  I  stand,  were  too  much  basenesse;  to  refuse  it,  werearrogancy 
and  indiscretion;  but  to  require  you  to  do  me  no  harm,  is  but  justice,  and  that  one 
gentleman  of  right  oweth  to  another.  "What  construction  you  will  make  of  this,  or 
what  is  nowe  meete  to  be  don,  I  must  refer  to  your  own  judgment ;  and  so  ende."

One  of  the  ancient  Earls  of  Lennox  bad  three  sons:  tbe  eldest  succeeded  him  in 
tbe  earldom;  the  second  was  named  Donald,  and  the  third  Gilchrist.  The  tbeu 
King  of  Scots  beiug  engaged  in  war,  and  having  convocated  his  subjects  to  battle,  the 
Earl  of  Leunox  was  called  on,  amongst  others,  to  send  such  force  as  be  could  collect 
to  the  king's  assistance;  which  he  accordingly  did,  keeping  his  eldest  son  with  him 
at  home,  but  putting  his  men  under  tbe  command  of  his  two  younger  sons.  The 
battle  went  hard  with  the  Sects,  who  were  not  only  forced  to  lose  ground,  but  were 
actually  running  away,  when  Donald  snatched  his  father's  sandaid  from  the  bearer, 
charged  the  enemy  with  the  Lennox-men,  changed  the  fortune  of  the  day,  and  ob- 
tained a  victory.  After  the  battle,  as  the  custom  was,  every  one  reported  his  acts, 
When  the  King  said,  *'  Ye  have  all  done  valiantly ;  but  there  is  one  amongst  >ou 
wbo  hath  nae  Pier"  (that  is,  ro  equal);  ami  calling  Donald  to  him,  commanded  him 
to  change  his  name  from  Lennox  to  Napier  and  bestowed  upon  him  the  lands  of  Go»- 
ford,  and  lands  in  Fife,  as  a  reward  for  his  services. 

John  Napier,  "  to  whom,"  says  Mr.  Hume,  "  the  title  of  Great  Man  is  more 
justly  due  than  to  any  other  whom  his  country  ever  produced,  was  the  inventor  of 
the  Logarithms,  and  Rabdologice,  commonly  called  'Napier's  Bones.'"  He  was 
likewise,  author  of  a  treatise  on  the  Revelation  of  St.  John.  These  works  will  remain 
lasting  monuments  of  his  sublime  judgment,  knowledge,  and  penetration.
